REQUIRED TO GIVE BOND 
Columbus, O., July 23 (U. T. P. S.). 
—The Ohio Tax Commission and 
the attorney general have under- 
taken a thorough investigation of 
what is claimed to be wholsesale 
frauds in making returns on the 
state gasoline tax in Cleveland. 
Under the new gasoline law which 
goes into effect July 25 a surety 
bond of $5,000 will be required from 
each dealer, which is to secure pay- 
ment of the gasoline tax each 
month. The tax commission re- 
ported that during the first five 
months of the present year a total 
of 349,674,471 gallons were sold by 
registered dealers, producing a tax 
of $11,563,349. Of the gross tax as- 
sessed $349,674.37 was refunded as 
not being used on the highways. 
This leaves a net tax of $11,205,403.

CHRYSLER PROFIT 
AT RECORD LEVEL 


Increased Sales in Low 
Price Field Big 
Assistance 


EW YORK, July 23.— 

Earnings of the Chrysler 
Corporation in the first six 
months of 1929 established a 
new high record of $18,095,- 
239. 

This compares with $11,690,479 in 
the corresponding period last year. 
The per share net income in the 
half year period this year was $4.06 
on 4,452,609 shares of capital stock 
outstanding, as compared with $3.98 
on 2,704,356 shares a year ago. On 


the present number of shares, the 
income of the first half of 1928 
would have been $2.62. 

Net profits in the second quarter 
amounted to $9,257,066, as compared 
with $8,838,173 for the preceding 
quarter and with $6,988,013 in the 
second quarter of last year. 

Net sales of the corporation this 
year showed a tremendous gain over 
the first half of 1928, the total be: 
ing $227,968,786, as against $94,953,~ 
734. 

The net addition to surplus for 
the first six months of 1929 was 
$11,447,254, as compared with net 
addition of $6,573,810 for the first 
six months of 1928. Dividend 
charges for the first half were 
$6,647,985, this amounting to only 
34 per cent. of the net earnings 
for the period. The total dividend 
requirement for the entire year at 
the present rate was earned in the 
first half, with one-third to spare. 
The balance sheet discloses a 

marked increase in net current as- 
sets, which show $86,707,854 as of 
June 30, 1929, compared with $78,- 
407,605 at March 31, 1929, and $45,- 
784,632 a year ago. The ratio of 
current assets to current liabilities 
at the half-year mark was 4.5 to 1. 

Cash and marketable securities 
were on hand to the amount of $51,- 
678,994, this total exceeding the en- 
tire current liabilities by more than 
$23,000,000. 

During the first half of the year 
Chrysler made gross expenditures 
on additions to plants and facili- 
ties in the amount of $15,223,837. 

Walter P. Chrsler, commenting 
on the corporation’s activities, 
stated that the increase in vol- 
ume of sales and profits shown 
by the corporation was accounted 
for in part by the purchase of 
Dodge Bros., Inc., as of July 30, 
1928, augmented by the introdac- 
tion of the De Soto and the re- 
markable growth of Plymouth. 

He further stated that the results 
of the Chrysler Corporation opera- 
tions for the first half of 1929

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Legislators Still Pr 
To Increase Gas Taxes

New York, July 23.—A brief sy- 
nepsis outlining the legislative 
activities in eleven states during 
thie past legislative meetings is 
reprinted here in part from a sur- 
wey made by Highway. This sy- 
nopsis, in addition to brief sum- 
maries of the activities in twenty- 
five other states, which were pub- 
lished in the Automotive Daily 
News July 10, give a good picture 
of the present legislative trends. 

In this connection it is evident 
that there is a strong movement for 
the revision of gasoline taxes up- 
ward and also a growing tendency 
to increase speed limits to more 
reasonably fit the present-day auto- 
mobile. 

A great deal of attention has also 
been given to working out methods 
for financing highways and in many 
cases toll bridges have been ruled 
off the books. The survey by High- 
way is in brief as follows:— 

NEW HAMPSHIRE 


The New Hampshire Legislature 
passed a bill providing for the con- 
struction and_ reconstruction of 
trunk lime highways, carrying 4 
bond issue of $8,000,000, of which 
$1,500,000 is available for each of 
the years 1929 and 1930. The re- 
mainder is to be distributed 
$1,000,000 a year until the entire 
amount of the bond issue has been 


expended. It is planned under this 
bill to construct not less fhan 50 
miles a year of cement concrete 


highways 
NEW MEXICO 
The New Mexico Legislature 
amended the present law so that all 
exemptions from the gasoline tax 
are eliminated. This makes the pro- 
ceeds from the 5 cent gasoline tax 


a net income. 

Motor license fees were raised 
so that the minimum license fee is 
increased from $7 to $18 for the 


first three annual registrations and 
abolishes personal property tax on 
automobiles. After three annual 
registrations the minimum fee 
drops to $10. 

The Legislature authorized the 
state highway commission to sell 
$5.600,000 worth of debentures for 
1929, and an equal amount for 1930. 

The Hoover uniform traffic code 
was approved by the Legislature 
Speed limit was raised from 35 tu 
45 miles an hour. 

NORTH CAROLINA 

The recent session of the North 
Carolina General Assembly _in- 
creased the gasoline tax from 4 to 5 
cents. The 1 cent additional tax, 
however, is to be used exclusively on 
a system of county roads, selected 
by the state highway commission. In 
addition to the 1 cent gasoline tax. 
which will raise funds for this pur- 
pose, the law also provides that from 
the general highway fund there shall 
be appropriated $500,000. 

The Legislature created a state 
highway patrol, consisting of thirty- 
seven men. 

NORTH DAKOTA 

The state Legislature of North 
Dakota amended the gasoline tax 
Jaw. increasing from 2 to 3 cents 
this tax. The extra cent tax is to 
be prorated back to the counties in 
proportion to the amount of license 
fees contributed by the counties. All 
of the funds thus derived are to be 
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one 


state highways. 
SOUTH CAROLINA 

The Legislature of South Caro- 
lina increased the gasoline tax from 
5 to 6 cents, 5 cents going to the 
Highway Department and 1 cent 
distributed among the counties on 
the basis of motor vehicle registra- 
tion. The distribution of the gaso- 
line tax was changed. the amount 
going o the state highway Depart- 
ment being increased from 3 to 5 
cents and the additional 1 cent go- 
ing to the counties. The funds for 
state roads are increased by the 
amount of 2 cents gasoline tax 
transferred from the counties. This 


| will make an average of about $2,- 


250,000 per year for the next two 
years. 

Motor buses and trucks engaged 
in interstate traffic must he li- 
censed in the state of South Caro- 
lina. 

One hundred and sixty miles

The Legislature passed a law

SOUTH DAKOTA 


State highway markers and signs 
will hereafter be manufactured by 
the South Dakota State Peniten- 
tiary. 

A bill was passed to the effect 
that a car five years old or more 
which has been registered in 
South Dakota for five consecutive 
years will thereafter be registered 
at one-half the original . 

A new uniform motor vehicle act 
was passed having many items simi- 
lar to the Hoover code. 

TENNESSEE 

The tax on gasoline in Tennessee 
was increased by the last session of 
the Legislature from 3 to 5 cents 
per gallon. Of this increase a sum 
equivalent to a l-cent levy was ap- 
propriated and set aside as a spe- 
cial fund to be used exclusively as 
“state-aid" funds. These funds must 
be allotted by the commission to the 
counties, 50 per cent. on the basis 
of area and 50 per cent. on the basis 
of the Federal population census. 
One additional cent of the increased 
gasoline tax was also set aside as a 
reimbursement fund to pay the 
counties for certain funds advanced 
to the state Highway Department 
for the construction of roads on 
the state system. 

The Legislature also authorized 
the Highway Department to borrow 
on short-term notes the sum of $25,- 
000,000 for construction on the state 
highway system. 

The speed limit on highways was 
removed. 

VERMONT 

The Vermont Legislature ncreased 
the gasolne tax from 3 to 4 cents. 
The funds for road constructon for 
1929 and i930 will be at least 50 
per cent greater than for the past 
two years. 


The minimum license fee for the 


motor vehicle was increased from 
$10 to $16. 
Motor truck weight is limited to 


20,000 pounds, including load.

N his comment on the course of the automotive industry | 


during recent months, Col. Leonard Ayres remarks: 
“The automobile industry has to some extent made its rapid | 
strides in past years by a process of systematically turning | 
to new devices and designs tending to increase its market. | 

“The self-starter accomplished this once; four-wheel | 
brakes another time; balloon tires another time; closed 
bodies yet another.” He is referring in these remarks to the 
advent of front wheel drive cars and of stainless steel for | 

arts. 

: Our industry depends, as every other industry does, on 
change and development for widening its market. An im- 
portant factor in this broadening of any sales field is price, 
though this is not a weapon used by all manufacturers. We 
have, however, watched our companies, particularly in the 
lower-priced divisions, widen their markets time and again 


| 


by reducing prices, an operation made possible by savings|_ 


| 


and increased efficiency. 
However, one of the most important factors in this 
continuous reaching out for new markets is style. Any | 
student of the automotive industry can recall a score of | 
instances where companies have lifted their production | 
and sales almost overnight by setting a new style in body 
design and equipment to catch the public fancy. It is 
not necessary here to mention specific names, even in so 
flattering a connection. 


The question of style is one that manufacturers must| 
keep always before them, because there is constant change 
not only in designing, but also in the public taste. A maker 
may produce an outstanding style this year, gain tumultuous 
public acceptance and yet find that six months hence other 
organizations have produced something newer and have 
taken the buying taste away from him. Probably no other 
department of the engineering division exerts any greater 
effect on actual sales than that which tries to maintain the 
style appeal of the company’s products. Mechanical changes 
and improvements are vitally important, but we must re- 
member that they reach the consciousness of the general 
public far more slowly than does the obvious appeal of sur- 
face beauty. We hear the phrase “That’s a beautiful car,” 
ten times to “That certainly is a durable job” or “that car 
certainly does stand up under punishment.” 

The company which manages to build style, dura- 
bility and performance into its vehicles has the sure-shot 
winner. 


Hospitable Canada 


ANADA has decided to make visits by motorists from 

the United States to the Dominion even easier than 
they have been in the past. The Canadian Revenue Depart-| 
ment has issued a revised set of regulations to govern the 
use of motor vehicles brought into the Dominion for brief 
visits. Hitherto an American driving into Canada had to 
park his car in a garage, instead of using it for anything 
except actual travel back to the United States. A business | 
man, for instance, attending a meeting or conference could | 
not use the vehicle in going from his hotel to the place of 
meeting. Now, however, the motorist can use his car for 
any purpose whatever. 

Closer relations between this country and Canada are 
not only desirable but inevitable and it is pleasant to remem- 
ber that the three thousand miles of border between the two 
countries is, and has been for a hundred years, probably the 
longest strip of unfortified international boundary in the 
world. 

The automotive industry, with its flourishing sub- 
sidiaries in the Dominion, has done as much as any other - 
agency to cement closer relations between the two | 
nations.

By ROGER 
OBBERS in 
« elsewhere, have long been 
confronted with the almost 
prohibitive cost of deliveries, 
but there seemed no solution 
of the problem. The automo- 
tive line may be no worse in 
this respect than other lines, 
but the fact remains that do- 
ing business with a_ wide- 
spread group of both large

and small dealers, many of 
whom are unwilling, or un- 
able, to stock large enough 


orders to suffice for current 
needs, creates a demand for 
jobber service which is often 
out of all proportion to econ- 
omic returns. 

The cross-roads garage demands 
instant delivery—and that doesn't 
mean an hour hence, but right now 
If one of the city jobbers can’t 
supply the need (perhaps for less 
than a dollar) the proprietor of the 
garage will shop around on the tele- 
phone until he finds a wholesaler 
who will. Cut-throat competition 
is not restricted to cut prices; an 
unreasonable amount of free serv- 
ice is just as effective in cutting 
everybody's profit to the bone. 

The parts jobbers in Seattle 
had always felt that something 
should be done about it, but until 
they got together and discovered 
that deliveries cost them $60,000 
a year, nobody really went to bat 
on the problem. 

This knowiedge brought them to- 
gether in a hurry and they prompt- 
ly made a further discovery that 
among them they operated eighteen 
delivery units, not counting the pri- | 
vate cars which from time to time 
were pressed into service for “emer- 
gency” delivery, and that these cars 
were hour by hour and day by day 
duplicating runs over the same 
routes, even delivering merchandise 
to the same dealers in a good many 
instances. 

The obvious way to beat this was 
to establish a co-operative delivery 
system, limit dé@liveries to certain 
hours on scheduled routes and thus 


eliminate the wasteful competitive 
delivery system which had been 


costing everybody so much money. 

They knew that the idea was not 
new and that it had met with in- 
different success in other places— 
complete failure in one case—but 
they went ahead with their plans 
anyway. 

G. F. Morrissey, president of 
the Northwest Bearing Company, 
reported shortly after that his 
delivery costs were 60 per cent. 
less and estimated his net sav- 
ings at 50 per cent. over the old 
figures. 

Three trucks now do the work 
of the former eighteen and do 
the job a great deal better. 

The jobbers Opened negotiations 
with the City Transfer Company 
of Seattle, which firm submitted 
an operating plan, along with a 
bid for the job quoting prices— 
prices which the jobbers consid- 
ered surprisingly low. With a few 
minor changes that plan has been 
working like clock work ever since 

The city was divided into three 
zones, north, south and _ central. 
Their first idea was to make two de- 
liveries every day, but after oper- 
ating a while they found it neces- 


sary to make three deliveries in 
the central zone. Now the three 
trucks leave the depot at 9 o'clock 
in the morning and 3 o'clock in 
the afternocn for all points At 
noon there is an additional deliv- 


ery in the central zone, which com- 
prises the business center of 
tle.

To eliminate bookkeeping, the 
transfer company prepared books of 
delivery stamps in 20-cent and 25- 
cent denominations—one hundred 
stamps to each book. The jobbers | 
purchase these books for cash, thus 
paying the delivery company in ad- 
vance. 

The company keeps a motorcycle 
in case of a really necessary emer- 
gency delivery. 

Counter business has increased 
nearly 25 per cent. for the jobbers 

participating in this system, for 
now when a dealer needs a part in 
a hurry, he jumps into his own 
machine and comes for it instead 
of going to the telephone and 
making the jobber bring it to him. 

Eighteen Seattle jobbers are now 
using this co-operative system, and 
a committe has been formed to call 
to order quickly any one of the num- 
ber who makes any deliveries out- 
side the schedule—which is perhaps 
why the arrangement is working so 
well.
